The dept store makes a huge profit 
every day. And I think the shop 
lifter deserves and needs the t- 
shirt/loaf of bread/ whatever a hell 

lot more than the shop needs the 
money fromtheltem(s)^^^^^a 
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if you walk around the store with a supermarket trolley or basket 
full of stuff, some of the (more expensive!) stuff can be pocketed when 
you know you’re out out of sight. If you’re going to take things larger 
than pocket size make sure your bag doesn't look clearly empty when 
you go Into the shop! Pad it out a bit with a thin shirt or cardboard 
folder for example. Also, with large Items such as clothes, remove and 
hide as much packaging as possible. Not. only are tags, labels, coat 
hangers etc bulky and sometimes rigged with anti .theft devices, but If 
the worse happens and you’re caught, Its hard to prove you've actually 
stolen anything If you have nothing on you with the shops name on It. 


The most likely way you’ll be convicted, If you’ve removed all evi¬ 
dence, is If you lose your nerve and admit to it, so try to keep your head! 
You "bought it the other day but lost the receipt" Is hard to disprove 
unless of course you're on film. So, obvious as It sounds, look out for 
security cameras (Inside and outside shops) and suss out any blind 
spots’ they have before taking anything. Saying that, many ominous 
looking security devices do nothing except look like deterants. For ex¬ 
ample bleeper tags don’t bleep once they’re removed from clothes and 
computurlsed tills with bar-codes and pens can’t detect anything sto¬ 
len, they only register what has been bought. Happy shopping! 
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If you live in an inner-city area and request NHS contraception you 
are most likely to be offered The Pill or the Intrauterine Device (I.U.D./ 

coil). If you live in the suburbs, or give the impression that you're well 
off’ in some other way, you will be more likely to be offered the cap. 

Draw your own conclusions from this, but I think the obvious one is that 
inner-city women, living on crappy council estates etc, are considered 
either uneducated (therefore thick) and/or promiscuous. Because of 
this, doctors offer them contraceptives which the women themselves 
have little or no control over. 

The coil is inserted into the womb by qualified medical staff and 
removed only by them. You will probably be told by doctors and 
contraceptive information' leaflets, that no one is quite sure how it 
works. Bloody convenient or whatl The Pill, as most people know by 

now, interferes with your hormones, causing your body to believe' its 
pregnant. Also causing you to put irremovable chemicals into the water 
supply everytime you pee. I didn’t think this was very healthy, so after 
f my son was born 3 years ago I chose the coil. A year after it was fitted 

I spent about a day in what felt like severe period pain, so I told my 
doctor who then said I had a pelvic infection. 


IUD (the intrauterine device or 
coil) This is a small device, 
made of plastic with copper, put into 
the woman’s womb by a doctor. Once 
in place it works for several years and 
stops any fertilised egg from settling 
there. Not a first choice method for 
young women. 


I recently found out that the coil ac¬ 
tually works by causing a slight infection 
in the womb, which basically puts your 
body off getting pregnant. This next bit 
sounds obvious but I ll spell it out - in¬ 
fections which go untreated often get 
worse. Well the slight' infection caused 
by my coil, as far as my doctor and I 
know at this moment in time, made me 

infertile. A direct result of the conven¬ 
ient' form of contraception I used. 


Actual 


I don't want to tell you what to do 
with your own body, but it is your body, 
so if you are considering using a coil, 
please hassle your doctor for as much 
information as possible on how likely 
your particular body is to get pelvic 
infections. If you don't, there's the 

chance your temporary contraception 
will become permanent..

Alongside the usual Pink 
Paper/ Rouge/ Gay Times, you'll find many other magazines 
including 'Woman of Power', a wonderful magazine 
exploring womens' spirituality - a different theme each 
issue, 'Lesbian Connection', a lesbian newsletter from 
the USA - so perhaps not desperately relevant to us 
Britons but always extremely interesting to see how our 
American sisters operate. The Lavender List details all 
these publications and more, so there's BOUND to be 
something that appeals to you.

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How many of you have been into Boots (or any large chemist) recently? 
Those of you that lurk around the 'Feminine Hygeine' section may have 
noticed the appearance of certain products aimed at providing us 
(women) with 'intimate freshness'. Deodorants, cleansing wipes, etc. 
These products are aimed directly at women and although ^certain 
brands are displayed alongside the Tampons and other menstrual 
paraphernalia, they are not simply for use during a menstrual period. 
No, these items are designed to be used at all times of the month. 

Or, as one pack states ; ".at times of particular stress." Now, 

I don't know about you, but there are many things I do when I’m 
stressed. However, reaching for a moist cleansing tissue to whip 
across my privates is NOT one of them. 

There is a particular range of products labouring under the name 
'Summers Eve' (oh- how dainty1) and this particular range runs the 
gamut from talc to a 'special' feminine wash. Also a range just as 
daintily titled, 'Femfresh'. This type of Feminine Freshness product 
was big back in the seventies, but seemed to disappear from the 
market. I gather this was because many women were experiencing 
adverse reactions to the deodorants etc. This is not surprising as 
the vagina is a very delicate area and does not welcome chemichals of 
any kind being thrust upon it. 

Now at this point I would like to bring to your attention a wonderful 
(1) product named 'Feminesse'. Feminesse can also be found in Boots 
but this time somewhere around the pharmacy counter. This product 
goes a stage further by instructing women to actually INSERT an 
applicator into their vagina, whereupon, once there, an amount of gel 
is released which, according to the blurb, will keep the vagina free 
of 'fishy odour' for up to three days at a time.

For Feminesse you will pay £9.85 for eight applicators, £2.75 for two 
applicators. Is it my imagination or is this a complete rip-off? 

Now - I don't know how you feel about this issue but quite frankly it 
makes me bloody angry. The manufacturers of these products are 
playing on women's fears of smelling 'bad'. Because we all know that 
women's genitals are unclean, don't we? Therefore, perhaps we should 
thank our lucky stars that something has finally been invented that 
will rid us of these vile odours. I think not. 

A woman's genitals are, in their natural state, perfectly clean. The 
vagina is self-cleansing in a sense, the cervix and vaginal walls 
continually secreting lubricants to carry away debris, old cells from 
the vaginal wall etc. The acid balance of the vagina is self 
regulating and remains stable when left to its own devices. If the 
vagina/vulval area is healthy, all thats needed is regular washing 
with warm water to prevent odour from building up.
